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CMd  Life  at  MCVH: 
a  family  affair

A  party  invitation  is  often  the 
first  contact  a  family  has 
with  the  Child  Life  program  at 
MCV  Hospitals.  The  party,  like 
other  aspects  of  the  program,  is 
designed  to  humanize  the  hospi- 
tal experience  for  families  who  are 
anticipating  the  hospitalization  of 
a  child. 

The  party  provides  an  orienta- 
tion to  the  hospital  environment 
and  the  people  who  work  there. 
Complete  with  refreshments  and 
play  sessions  using  hospital 
equipment,  this  informal  gather- 
ing offers  staff  and  families  an 


opportunity  to  get  acquainted  and 
discuss  issues  of  concern  prior  to 
hospitalization. 

The  party  is  just  the  beginning. 
After  admission,  other  aspects  of 
the  program  come  to  life.  A  series 
of  four  workshops  is  designed  to 
help  parents  throughout  the 
hospitalization  experience.  These 
sessions  address  relevant  issues 
such  as  how  to  deal  with  the 
institution,  the  effects  of  hospital- 
ization, and  helping  brothers  and 
sisters  with  hospitalization. 

Special  people  make  special 
programs  work  and  Mary  Anne 
Royal,  Child  Life  coordinator,  is 
such  a  person.  Maintaining  the 
integrity  of  the  family  both  in  the 
hospital  and  in  the  community  is 
a  primary  concern  for  this  ener- 
getic, committed  individual.  With 
the  help  of  a  committee  composed 
of  representatives  from  any 
service  or  specialty  involved  in 
children's  health  care,  Royal 
designs  programs  to  meet  the 
needs  of  patients  and  their 
families.  The  committee  has 
power  and  purpose.  And  it  is 
through  this  committee's  contin- 
ued efforts  that  the  Child  Life 
program  at  MCVH  is  exceptional. 

Children  and  their  families 
share  this  opinion.  When  asked 
what  they  liked  best  about  Child 
Life,  all  children  interviewed 
responded,  "Getting  well." 
Friendships  are  also  important. 
For  one  young  man  this  program 
has  helped  in  unexpected  ways. 
Since  being  hospitalized,  he  has 
learned  the  importance  of  follow- 
ing rules.  He  is  also  learning  how 
to  take  care  of  himself  when  he 
gets  home,  an  important  lesson 
for  an  adolescent  diabetic. 

Expressive  Arts,  a  unique 
feature  of  the  Child  Life  program, 
offers  a  wide  range  of  supportive 
activities.  Music  sessions  led  by 
talented  musicians  provide 
tranquil  interludes  in  the  some- 


what  kinetic  environment  of  the 
pediatric  units.  Support  groups 
for  parents  help  them  to  share 
experiences  and  feelings  about 
hospitalization  and  perhaps  form 
associations  and  friendships  that 
extend  beyond  the  hospital  stay. 
The  popular  playroom  for  chil- 
dren is  also  available  to  give 
parents  a  break  from  the  hospital 
routine.  This  feature  of  the 
program  is  perhaps  the  best 
known  and  for  some,  the  play- 
room represents  the  major  thrust 
of  Child  Life. 

Adolescents  have  opportunity 
for  extensive  activities  focusing  on 
their  emotional,  educational,  and 
social  needs.  Let's  Talk,  an 
adolescent  peer  support  group, 
encourages  free  expression  and 
the  formation  of  friendships. 
Those  desiring  assistance  with 
academic  pursuits  can  get  aid 
from  the  school  liaison  who 
coordinates  with  individual 
schools  to  insure  that  patients 
progress  at  their  appropriate 
scholastic  levels.  Creations  in  clay 
and  other  media  are  done  in  Art 
Group.  Visitors  to  the  adolescent 
unit  will  find  examples  of  young 
artists'  work  displayed  on  the 
walls  and  shelves,  giving  life  to 
the  institutional  atmosphere. 

Special  activities  provided  in  a 
variety  of  settings  offer  interesting 
challenges  to  the  young  patients. 
In  the  hospital  woodworking, 
ceramics,  and  leather  crafts  are 
available  as  well  as  other  arts  and 
crafts  projects  suited  for  the  most 
ambitious  young  artisan.  For 
those  able  to  leave  the  hospital, 
bowling,  visits  to  museums, 
movies,  and  recreation  areas  are  a 
few  of  the  options. 


Recognizing  that  hospitalization 
does  not  end  with  the  trip  home, 
a  journal  has  been  developed  for 
children  to  record  their  hospital 
experiences.  This  little  book,  My 
Hospital  Story,  provides  a  struc- 
ture for  examining  and  recording 
a  variety  of  thoughts  and  emo- 
tions about  the  hospital  stay. 
Parents  are  encouraged  to  use  this 
journal  with  the  child  as  a  means 
of  discussing  the  hospital  experi- 
ence and  the  joys  and  anxieties 
that  result  from  it. 

Not  all  parents  can  provide  the 
daily  ongoing  support  a  child 
needs  during  hospitalization. 
Distance  is  a  barrier  for  some. 
Because  MCVH  is  a  national 
medical  center,  patients  are 
admitted  from  all  over  the  coun- 
try. In  situations  where  parents 
are  not  able  to  be  with  the  child, 
foster  grandparents  are  intro- 
duced. These  volunteers  from  the 
Capital  Area  Agency  on  Aging 
offer  support  and  companionship 
to  these  children  by  giving 
generously  of  their  time  and 
wisdom. 

Other  gaps  are  filled  by  volun- 
teers. Members  of  area  women's 
clubs  give  time  to  work  in  the 
playrooms  and  students  from 
VCU  and  other  universities 
donate  their  services.  The  impor- 
tance of  volunteers'  contributions 
should  not  be  underestimated.  As 
Royal  is  quick  to  point  out, 


"Without  the  volunteers,  a  lot  of 
what  is  happening  would  be  less 
effective." 

With  all  this,  there  is  still  more 
that  can  be  done.  Royal  described 
current  projects  that  will  offer 
additional  services  to  families.  A 
handbook  is  being  developed  to 
introduce  families  to  MCVH  with 
information  about  the  hospital 
and  the  Child  Life  program. 
Discharge  followup  services  are 
being  designed  to  offer  assistance 
to  families  experiencing  problems 
with  hospitalization.  A  prepara- 
tion package  for  hospitalization 
will  be  available  to  community 
schools.  Hospital  personnel  will 
make  presentations  and  leave 
hospital  kits  and  relevant  materi- 
als for  the  classroom. 

These  services  coupled  with 
existing  ones  make  the  Child  Life 
program  at  MCVH  uniquely 
responsive  to  families.  Perhaps  it 
is  significant  that  it  begins  with  a 
party,  a  celebration  of  and  for  the 
family.

Medicaid  cuts: 
a  sign  of  ite  times

Barbara  Hendricks  remem- 
bers July  10  as  the  day  her 
87-year-old  mother  slipped  in  a 
Chesterfield  County  nursing 
home  and  the  fragile  fabric  of  the 
elderly  woman's  life  fell  apart. 

By  dusk,  Edna  Foizey,  a  devout 
woman  who  had  outlived  her 
husband  and  four  of  her  five 
children,  had  been  transferred  by 
ambulance  to  a  Richmond  area 
hospital,  having  suffered  a  broken 
hip.  Because  of  massive  cuts  in 
the  state's  Medicaid  program,  her 
right  to  the  nursing  home  bed 
that  she  left  behind  had  gone 
with  her. 

When  Hendricks  arrived  at  the 
Chesterfield  County  Nursing 
Home  on  the  day  of  the  accident, 
she  recalls,  she  was  met  by  a 
nurse  carrying  yellow,  plastic 
garbage  bags  filled  with  her 
mother's  possessions — dresses, 
gowns,  a  Bible,  false  teeth,  a 
radio,  and  a  framed  picture  of 
James  Foizey,  Edna's  husband  of 
64  years. 

"They  told  me  the  law  had 
changed  and  that  they  could  not 
save  the  bed  unless  they  were 
paid  for  it,"  Hendricks  recalled. 
Medicaid,  which  had  covered 
most  of  the  $52-a-day  rate  while 
Foizey  was  at  the  home,  would 
no  longer  pay  to  reserve  the 
bed — all  that  remained  of  her 


personal,  private  world — in  her 
absence. 

"It  was,"  Hendricks  said,  "a 
horrible  experience." 

Nor  did  state  officials  welcome 
the  experience  last  spring  and 
summer  when  they  spent  hun- 
dreds of  hours  slicing  $122.6 
million  from  the  $1  billion  Med- 
icaid program.  After  dozens  of 
meetings,  public  hearings,  and 
late  night  sessions,  they  settled 
on  cuts  that  removed  12,000  from 
eligibility  for  benefits,  stopped 
most  eyeglass  purchases,  re- 
duced payments  to  hospitals  and 
nursing  homes,  and — as  Mrs. 
Hendricks  discovered — changed 
the  way  Medicaid  pays  for  a 
variety  of  other  items. 

The  cutbacks  affected  the 
266,000  Virginians  who  qualify  for 
government  help  in  paying  their 
medical  bills  because  they  are 
poor  or,  like  Edna  Foizey,  have 
medical  costs  that  are  so  great 
that  they  qualify  for  public  aid. 

The  large  reduction  resulted 
from  federal  cuts  and  legislative 
consternation  over  Medicaid  costs 
that  soared  from  4  percent  to  8 
percent  of  all  state  spending  in  12 
years.  A  mandate  by  the  1982 
General  Assembly  to  halt  that 


growth  made  the  health  care 
program  the  state's  first  to  suffer  a 
recession  era  scalpel. 

Not  only  are  the  Medicaid  cuts 
larger  than  those  made  in  any 
other  program,  but  interviews 
with  state  officials  revealed  that 
the  cuts  also  have  affected  public 
services  to  a  degree  unparalleled 
in  other  agencies. 

That  distinction  may  not  last, 
however.  Governor  Charles  S. 
Robb  has  made  it  clear  that  other 
programs  will  feel  the  pinch  of 
hard  times. 

Interviews  with  state  and 
federal  officials,  Medicaid  recipi- 
ents, nursing  home  and  hospital 
administrators,  health  care 
professionals,  and  public  interest 
lawyers  produce  a  complex  and 
sometimes  conflicting  account  of 
the  extent  to  which  medical 
services  for  the  poor  have  been 
jeopardized  by  the  cuts. 

Industry  officials  and  public 
interest  advocates  warn  that  the 
state  is  moving  toward  a  dual 
system  of  care  for  those  who  can 
pay  and  those  who  cannot.  Some 
hospital  officials  say  that  health 
services  will  be  cut  if  money  is  not 
reinstated  during  the  upcoming 
session;  others  maintain  that  they 
cannot  continue  indefinitely  to 
make  do  by  dipping  into  existing 
reserves  and  raising  rates  for  non- 
Medicaid  patients. 

Nursing  home  administrators 
say  that  staff  and  program  reduc- 
tions are  inevitable.  And  oppo- 
nents of  cutbacks  insist  that  other 
changes  have  hurt  the  poor. 

Legislators  and  state  officials, 
however,  insist  that  the  state  had 
no  choice  but  to  cut  a  program 
whose  costs  were  spiraling  out  of 
control.  They  maintain  essential 
services  are  still  available  to  the 
poor  and  cuts  have  been  fairly 
distributed.  Some  argue,  too,  that 
hospital  and  nursing  homes — 
when  forced — will  be  able  to 
manage  with  less  and  that  some 
of  the  dire  warnings  are  grounded 
in  emotionalism,  not  fact. 

Throughout  the  spring  and 
summer  of  1982,  health  officials 
wrestled  with  dozens  of  proposals 
for  trimming  the  budget.  The 
package  finally  adopted  spread 
reductions  across  the  system. 


Changes  included: 

•  Eliminating  the  benefits  for 
about  12,000  people.  Those 
most  affected  are  parents, 
except  pregnant  mothers,  just 
above  the  poverty  line.  For 
example,  a  mother  with  two 
children  and  a  gross  income 
above  $425  a  month  is  no  longer 
eligible,  although  her  children's 
medical  bills  may  be  paid. 
Parents  whose  only  govern- 
ment assistance  was  for  child 
day  care  and  most  18-year-old  to 
21-year-old  recipients  of  Aid  to 
Families  With  Dependent 
Children  also  lost  eligibility. 

•  Requiring  those  who  receive  aid 
because  of  high  medical  bills  to 
share  in  the  cost  of  certain 
services.  For  instance,  most 
must  now  pay  $30  each  time 
they  are  admitted  to  a  hospital 
for  nonemergency  treatment. 
And  each  time  they  go  to  a 
doctor,  they  must  pay  $1  toward 
their  bill. 

•  Eliminating  payments  for  most 
podiatry  treatment  and  the 
purchase  of  most  eyeglasses. 

•  Reducing  the  reimbursement 
rates  to  many  hospitals  and 
nursing  homes.  The  new  rates 
for  nursing  homes  take  effect 
April  1,  although  some  homes 
are  already  using  new  formulas. 

•  Limiting  hospital  stays  before 
nonemergency  surgery  to  one 
day,  unless  medically  necessary, 
and  eliminating  payment  if  a 
patient  is  admitted  to  a  hospital 
on  a  Friday  or  Saturday,  unless 
medically  necessary. 

•  No  longer  providing  money  to 
reserve  a  patient's  nursing  home 
bed  when  the  patient  is  trans- 
ferred to  a  hospital.  Before  the 
cuts,  money  was  paid  to  a 
nursing  home  to  hold  the  bed 
for  15  days. 

That  decision,  producing  about 
$1.5  million  in  savings,  has 
emerged  as  one  of  the  most 
controversial  parts  of  the  package. 
Under  the  new  regulation, 
nursing  homes  must  offer  the  first 
available  bed  to  former  residents 
when  they  leave  the  hospital,  but 
there  is  no  guarantee  that  individ- 
uals will  be  able  to  return  immedi- 
ately to  their  former  homes. 


The  result,  some  nursing  home 
residents  and  officials  say,  is 
widespread  fear  among  elderly 
residents  of  being  sent  to  a 
hospital.  Unless  families  can  pay 
to  reserve  the  bed,  even  longtime 
occupants  of  homes  may  suffer  a 
disorienting  period  before  wind- 
ing up  at  their  former  homes, 
they  say. 

There  are  conflicting  reports  on 
what  the  impact  of  the  policy  has 
been.  In  early  November,  the 
Medicaid  division  issued  a  report 
showing  that  only  one  of  282 
hospitalizations  monitored  since 
July  1  had  resulted  in  a  patient's 
remaining,  against  his  will,  in  a 
different  nursing  home. 

Then,  in  mid  December,  the 
Virginia  Organization  of  Health 
Care  Social  Workers  reported 
that,  based  on  a  survey  of  517 
individuals,  "at  least  30  sick 
Virginians  had  to  find  a  new  place 
to  live"  as  a  result  of  the  change. 

Later,  Medicaid  officials  re- 
leased an  updated  report  on  567 
hospitalizations,  showing  that 
four  people  who  wished  to  return 
to  their  original  homes  remained 
elsewhere. 

One  problem  those  statistics  do 
not  address,  said  Barbara  Hen- 
dricks, is  the  number  of  people 
who  were  moved  elsewhere 
against  their  will  and  eventually 
died  before  openings  were 
available  at  the  original  homes. 
Her  mother,  Edna  Foizey,  fits  that 
category,  she  said. 

Foizey  remained  in  the  hospital 
until  Medicaid  benefits  ran  out, 
her  daughter  said.  Although 
Hendricks  was  anxious  for  her 
mother  to  return  to  the  Chester- 
field County  Nursing  Home,  no 
beds  were  available.  Another 
home,  described  by  Hendricks  as 
less  desirable,  was  found.  Foizey 
remained  there  until  she  died 
September  6. 

"I  just  think  when  I  took  her  to 
(the  second  home),  mother 
completely  gave  up,"  said  Hen- 
dricks. "She'd  ask  people, 
'Where's  Barbara  got  me  now?'  " 

In  a  letter  to  Hendricks,  Joseph 
L.  Fisher,  the  secretary  of  human 
resources,  noted  that  her  mother 
remained  in  the  hospital  for  30 
days,  15  more  days  than  Medicaid 


would  have  paid,  even  before  the 
cuts,  to  reserve  her  nursing  home 
bed. 

Hendricks,  however,  insisted 
that  her  mother  was  kept  in  the 
hospital  "mainly  because  her 
doctor  knew  her"  and  was 
waiting  for  a  bed  in  the  Chester- 
field home  to  become  available. 

There  are  causes  for  both 
optimism  and  concern  in  evaluat- 
ing the  impact  of  other  changes, 
those  involved  say.  On  the  plus 
side,  volunteerism  is  helping  pick 
up  the  slack  in  some  cases.  In 
others,  anticipated  problems  do 
not  appear  to  have  developed. 

Interviews  with  hospital 
officials  and  physicians  also 
suggest  that  many  recipients  are 
not  being  required  to  provide 
their  share  of  medical  costs. 
Instead,  the  cost  is  being  met  or 
written  off  by  health  care  pro- 
viders. "We  haven't  turned  away 
anyone  at  this  time,"  said  Richard 
D.  Schrock,  finance  director  for 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Hospitals. 

But  fiscal  officers  in  the  hospi- 
tals most  affected  by  the  changes 
in  reimbursement  rates  are  wor- 
ried, and  nursing  home  officials 
predict  that  services  in  some 
homes  will  suffer  when  new  rates 
take  effect  April  1. 

Schrock  said  MCVH  was 
accommodating  an  annual  loss 
that  he  expected  to  exceed  $3 
million  by  "charging  other  pa- 
tients more."  If  the  downward 
financial  trend  continues,  "we 
will  have  some  cutbacks"  in 
Medicaid  services,  he  said. 

New  nursing  home  reimburse- 
ments are  causing  painful  deci- 
sions in  some  homes. 

The  options  some  homes  will 
have,  said  Bernie  Bonucelli, 
spokesman  for  the  Virginia  Health 
Care  Association,  "will  be  to 
freeze  salaries,  cut  staff  or  play 
hard  ball  with  vendors."

Coping  with 
chemotherapy 

Alopecia  or  hair  loss  can  be  one  of 
the  more  devastating  side  effects 
of  cancer  chemotherapy.  Al- 
though not  life  threatening,  the 
loss  is  traumatic  and  can  cause 
some  patients  to  refuse  chemo- 
therapy treatment. 

Doxorubicin  is  one  of  the  most 
promising  chemotherapeutic 
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agents  introduced  in  the  past 
decade.  However,  alopecia  is 
known  to  be  a  severe  side  effect 
and  to  occur  in  a  large  percentage 
of  patients. 

Researchers  had  shown  that 
scalp  hypothermia,  lowering  the 
scalp  temperature  by  the  applica- 
tion of  ice,  offered  protection  from 
hair  loss  in  most  patients  receiv- 
ing less  than  50  mg.  of  doxorubi- 
cin. There  was  no  control  group, 
however,  so  it  was  possible  that 
patients  receiving  lower  doses 
would  have  had  less  hair  loss 
even  without  scalp  hypothermia. 

It  was  important  to  evaluate 
groups  of  doxorubicin-treated 
patients  who  received  scalp 
hypothermia  and  those  who  did 
not.  The  hypothesis  was  that 
patients  treated  with  the  "cold 
cap"  would  have  significantly  less 
hair  loss. 

In  order  to  test  this  hypothesis 
a  study  has  been  conducted  at  the 
MCV  Hospitals  Joint  Cancer 
Clinic  by  unit  coordinator  Barbara 
Satterwhite,  R.N.  Twenty-five 
patients  beginning  doxorubicin 
therapy  were  randomly  assigned 
into  two  groups,  one  group  of 
which  had  scalp  tourniquets  and 
cold  caps  applied  15  minutes  prior 
to  infusion  of  the  drug  and 
continued  one  hour  past  infusion. 
Patients  remained  on  the  study 
until  they  developed  severe  hair 
loss  or  stopped  receiving  the 
drug. 

The  use  of  scalp  hypothermia 
resulted  in  acceptable  hair  loss  in 
75  percent  of  the  patients  overall. 
In  8  percent  of  the  control  group 
hair  loss  was  acceptable.  Those 
receiving  more  than  50  mgs.  of 


doxorubicin  were  at  higher  risk  of 
hair  loss  but  hypothermia  treat- 
ment reduced  the  side  effects  in 
this  group  so  that  57  percent  of 
the  patients  experienced  accept- 
able hair  loss.  All  patients  who 
received  higher  dosages  of 
doxorubicin  without  scalp  hypo- 
thermia suffered  severe  hair  loss. 
Through  nursing  research  there 
is  now  significant  data  to  justify 
the  use  of  scalp  hypothermia  to 
prevent  alopecia  for  patients 
receiving  doxorubicin  during 
chemotherapy. 


A  matter  of  fat 

Scientists  are  cautiously  proceed- 
ing in  the  evaluation  of  a  new 
method  of  removing  unsightly 
excess  fat  with  the  help  of  an 
instrument  resembling  a  small 
vacuum  cleaner. 

About  the  diameter  of  a 
ballpoint  pen,  the  foot-long  metal 
tube  sucks  up  fat  cells  beneath  the 
skin  through  an  incision  that 
requires  just  one  stitch  to  close. 
The  procedure  appears  to  be 
simple  and  superior  to  the  usual 
methods  of  surgical  fat  removal, 
and  forms  of  the  operation  have 
been  used  on  hundreds  of  pa- 
tients in  Europe  within  the  past 
few  years. 

A  United  States  study  group 
sponsored  by  the  American 
Society  of  Plastic  and  Reconstruc- 
tive Surgeons  recently  traveled  to 
Switzerland  and  France  to  evalu- 
ate versions  of  the  procedure  for 
potential  use  in  this  country. 
Most  members  of  the  team  were 
surprised  to  find  that  the  proce- 
dures do  appear  to  work  well, 
according  to  team  member  Dr.  I. 
Kelman  Cohen,  chairman  of  the 
university's  Division  of  Plastic 
Surgery. 


However,  says  Cohen,  enough 
medical  questions  still  surround 
the  process  that  U.S.  physicians 
should  approach  the  method  with 
care  and  caution.  "The  greatest 
hazard,"  he  says,  "is  that  it  may 
be  overused  and  abused.  My 
greatest  fear  is  that  if  it's  not  done 
cautiously,  a  potentially  good 
technique  could  fall  into  disre- 
pute." 

The  fat-sucking  procedure 
considered  by  Cohen  to  have  the 
most  promise  is  one  developed  by 
Dr.  Yves-Gerard  Illouz,  a  French 
plastic  surgeon,  in  the  late  1970s. 
Before  his  innovation,  other 
plastic  surgeons  used  sharp  metal 
tubes  connected  to  vaccum 
sources  that  cut  as  they  were 
guided  through  the  fat  beneath 
the  skin.  This  method  led  to 
potential  problems  with  the 
development  of  a  seroma,  or 
collection  of  fluid,  in  the  skin 
pocket  or  indentations  of  the  skin 
over  the  area  from  which  the  fat 
was  vacuumed. 

Rather  than  using  the  sharp- 
tipped  suction  probe,  Illouz 
designed  a  blunt-tipped  probe 
with  a  hole  near  the  tip  through 
which  the  cells  could  be  vacu- 
umed. Following  incision  and  the 
injection  of  a  saline  solution, 
Illouz  inserts  the  probe  and  the 
small  blood  vessels  extending 
through  the  fatty  tissue  are 
pushed  aside  by  the  blunt  tip  and 
left  intact. 

According  to  Cohen  the  Illouz 
instrument  leaves  tunnels 
through  a  given  area,  rather  than 
removing  all  the  fat,  and  honey- 
combed soft  tissue  remains.  By 
leaving  this  supporting  structure 
beneath  the  skin,  potential 
complications  appear  to  be 
reduced. 
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Cohen  and  other  team  mem- 
bers watched  Illouz  perform  his 
version  of  the  procedure  and 
returned  to  the  U.S.  with  Illouz 
instruments  and  plans  to  conduct 
limited  evaluations  of  the  tech- 
nique. 

In  a  statement  recently  issued 
by  the  American  Society  of  Plastic 
and  Reconstructive  Surgeons,  the 
group  says  the  procedure  is 
"suitable  for  certain  carefully 
selected  patients  with  minimal  to 
moderate  deformities  that  cannot 
be  corrected  by  restrictive  diet- 
ing." It  also  stated  that  the 
procedure  is  not  to  be  considered 
a  weight  loss  substitute  or  a  cure 
for  obesity  and  that  possible  long- 
term  complications  have  not  yet 
been  researched. 


Scholarships  for 
students 

Outstanding  MCV  Campus 
students  may  be  eligible  each  year 
for  scholarships,  including  the 
Herman  Hertzberg  Award,  the 
Harry  Walker  Award,  and  the 
Alumni  Memorial  Student  Award. 

In  1971  the  Herman  Hertzberg 
M.D.  Scholarship  Fund  was 
established.  Hertzberg  graduated 
in  1913  and  served  as  a  U.S.  Navy 
surgeon  during  World  War  I,  after 
which  he  began  his  obstetrics  and 
gynecology  practice  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

The  Harry  Walker  Scholarship 
Fund  was  established  in  1968  as  a 
tribute  to  the  former  internist  and 
professor.  A  1926  graduate,  he 
chaired  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine from  1957-59.

Sickle  cell  services 

The  Virginia  Sickle  Cell  Anemia 
Awareness  Program  has  received 
a  $3,000  donation  from  First  and 
Merchants  National  Bank  in 
support  of  the  organization's 
service  against  disease. 

VASCAP,  located  on  the  MCV 
Campus,  has  provided  education, 
screening,  genetic  counseling, 
medical  and  social  referrals,  and 
followup  services  to  Virginia 
communities  since  1969.  Federal 
funding  for  the  program  ended 
last  September.  VASCAP  now 
depends  on  state  funds  along 
with  donations  from  corporations, 
churches,  private  organizations, 
and  individuals. 

Although  the  gene  whose 
shape  gives  the  sickle  cell  form  of 
anemia  its  name  is  more  prevalent 
among  persons  of  African  de- 
scent, it  has  been  identified  in 
European  populations  bordering 
the  Mediterranean  Sea. 


Nursing  the 
elderly 

A  master's  degree  concentration 
in  gerontologic  nursing  developed 
by  the  School  of  Nursing  will 
begin  accepting  students  this 
spring. 

The  two-year  course  is  de- 
signed for  graduates  of  a  bacca- 
laureate nursing  program  who  are 
interested  in  the  health  care  needs 
of  older  people.  Dr.  Phyllis  S. 
Tyzenhouse,  director  of  geronto- 
logical nursing,  says  the  course  of 
study  is  designed  to  enable 
students  to  be  involved  directly  in 
the  health  care  needs  of  the 
elderly  in  hospitals  and  nursing 
home  facilities  as  well  as  in 
community  programs  and  clinics. 
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"The  ever  growing  number  of 
elderly  in  the  population,  to- 
gether with  escalating  health  care 
costs  and  decreasing  federal 
support,  create  an  urgency  to 
develop  innovative  approaches  to 
the  delivery  of  health  services  for 
the  elderly,"  says  Tyzenhouse. 
Graduates  with  the  gerontologic 
nursing  concentration  will  have 
the  administrative,  research,  and 
nursing  skills  to  meet  these 
changing  needs,  she  says. 

The  master's  degree  concentra- 
tion in  gerontologic  nursing  is  the 
second  such  program  in  the  state. 
Funding  from  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Service's 
Division  of  Nursing  was  used  to 
help  establish  the  program. 


A  key  to  coma 

Coma,  the  condition  in  which  a 
person's  eyes  are  closed  and  there 
is  no  awareness  of  one's  body  or 
of  the  external  world,  continues 
to  puzzle  medical  experts  with  its 
complexity  and  mystery. 

Experiments  directed  by  Dr. 
Ronald  L.  Hayes,  assistant 
professor  of  surgery,  seem  to 
indicate  that  certain  agents  can 
reverse  an  experimentally  pro- 
duced coma.  Hayes  is  quick  to 
point  out,  however,  that  these 
studies  represent  the  early  stages 
of  basic  research  about  coma,  a 
subject  about  which  he  says 
"virtually  nothing"  is  known 
scientifically. 

When  a  particular  substance,  a 
compound  that  exists  naturally  in 
the  brain,  is  infused  into  specific 
regions  deep  within  a  cat's  brain, 
the  cat  appears  comatose.  The 
animal  quickly  awakens  with  the 


injection  of  another  substance 
that  counteracts  the  effects  of  the 
brain's  nerve-transmitting  sub- 
stance, acetylcholine.  The  finding 
from  this  procedure  is  that  these 
tiny  regions  in  the  brain,  which 
become  highly  active  when 
animals  go  comatose  due  to 
injury,  can  also  become  activated 
with  the  injection  of  acetylcho- 
line, which  induces  a  comalike 
state. 

The  university's  Richard  Roland 
Reynolds  Neurosurgical  Research 
Laboratories  are  among  the  few 
currently  doing  fundamental 
studies  on  coma.  Investigations  of 
unconsciousness  produced  by 
head  injuries  are  being  conducted 
as  well  as  studies  of  how  head 
injury  disabilities  might  be 
prevented  or  better  treated. 
According  to  Dr.  Donald  P. 
Becker,  chairman  of  the  Division 
of  Neurosurgery,  50,000  Ameri- 
cans die  annually  due  to  head 
injuries,  and  another  50,000  to 
60,000  survive  their  injuries  but 
with  varying  degrees  of  disability. 

"Coma,"  says  Becker,  "is  a  state 
of  sleepfulness  from  which  you 
cannot  be  aroused."  Although 
there  are  no  body  movements 
except  for  breathing  in  deep 
coma,  Becker  says  that  contrary  to 
popular  belief  continuous  sleep- 
like comas  rarely  last  more  than 
several  weeks.  People  who  do 
remain  in  coma  for  long  periods 
of  time  generally  have  extensive 
brain  damage  but  the  duration  of 
the  coma  is  limited;  either  death 
occurs  or,  says  Becker,  the  patient 
may  show  slight  improvement 
and  enter  what  physicians  call  the 
vegetative  state.  Patients  may 
remain  in  this  condition  for 
months  or  years,  or  they  may 
pass  through  this  stage  to  recover 
more  fully. 

Coma  is  a  result  of  damage  to 
the  brain's  central  core.  University 
physicians  are  concentrating  on 
the  midbrain  portion  of  the  core 


in  their  studies.  However,  says 
Hayes,  finding  that  certain  areas 
of  the  brain  are  activated  during 
coma  does  not  necessarily  mean 
that  all  forms  of  coma  are  asso- 
ciated with  that  mechanism. 
Researchers  will  continue  to  study 
the  effectiveness  of  various 
substances  in  reversing  coma 
induced  in  a  laboratory  setting. 
The  experiments  will  not  be  tried 
with  humans  until  considerable 
further  investigations  are  com- 
plete. 

"Our  animal  experiments," 
explains  Hayes,  "are  directed  to 
investigating  whether  drugs  can 
reduce  the  duration  of  uncon- 
sciousness and  whether  it's  good 
or  bad.  With  such  data,  we  may 
then  try  to  apply  it  to  humans." 


Whaf s  in  a  name 

Three  departments  on  the  MCV 
Campus  are  now  known  by  new 
and  more  appropriate  names. 

The  Department  of  Pharmacol- 
ogy has  been  renamed  the  De- 
partment of  Pharmacology  and 
Toxicology.  Dr.  S.  Gaylen  Bradley, 
dean  of  the  School  of  Basic 
Sciences,  says  the  pharmacology 
department  is  internationally 
renowned  for  its  research  and 
educational  leadership  in  toxicol- 
ogy, and  that  toxicology  itself  is 
beginning  to  foster  new  interdisci- 
plinary subgroups. 

The  department  is  cosponsor 
with  the  Department  of  Microbiol- 
ogy and  Immunology  of  the 
university's  Immunotoxicology 
Center,  which  has  been  recog- 
nized as  a  Center  of  Excellence  by 
the  State  Council  of  Higher 
Education  for  Virginia.  The 
pharmacology  faculty  is  also 
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responsible  for  a  National  Insti- 
tutes of  Health  training  grant  in 
toxicology. 

The  other  two  name  changes 
were  made  to  better  identify  what 
actually  is  taught  in  the  depart- 
ments. The  Department  of  Oral 
Surgery,  now  known  as  the 
Department  of  Oral  and  Maxillo- 
facial Surgery,  has  included 
maxillofacial,  or  upper  jaw, 
surgery  for  some  time.  Labeling 
the  Department  of  Medicine  as 
the  Department  of  Internal 
Medicine  is  consistent  with  the 
terminology  on  a  majority  of  the 
nation's  medical  campuses. 


Associate  dean 
retires 

After  more  than  30  years  on  the 
MCV  Campus,  Dr.  Miles  E. 
Hench  says  his  retirement  plans 
include  the  practice  of  "sloth  and 
indolence,"  at  least  for  a  while. 

Hench,  one  of  the  longest- 
tenured  medical  school  admis- 
sions chairmen  in  the  country, 
headed  the  18-member  committee 
from  1961-82.  As  associate  dean  of 
admissions  for  the  School  of 
Medicine,  he  and  his  committee 
had  the  job  of  selecting  the  few 
who  are  invited  to  attend  the 
school  each  year  from  the  many 
who  apply. 

Last  year,  for  instance,  Hench 
said  there  were  2,763  applicants 
for  168  spaces  in  the  school. 
When  his  job  began,  there  were 
383  applicants  for  a  class  of  84. 
Enrollment  was  aEowed  to  double 


when  Sanger  Hall  was  expanded 
in  1974.  Hench  also  noted  the 
sharp  increase  in  the  number  of 
female  and  black  applicants  in  the 
past  several  years. 

The  admissions  committee  is 
comprised  of  faculty,  students, 
and  administrators  with  a  variety 
of  backgrounds  and  points  of 
view.  Members  read  and  evaluate 
groups  of  six  applications  at  a 
time,  and  recommend  whether 
each  applicant  should  be  invited 
for  an  interview.  After  two  file 
reviews,  applicants  who  have 
received  positive  action  are  asked 
to  meet  with  two  members  of  the 
admissions  committee.  Possibly 
one-fourth  of  the  applicants  may 
be  interviewed,  after  which  the 
field  is  narrowed  again  to  include 
the  most  desirable  candidates. 
About  10  to  15  percent  of  the 
candidates  are  highly  sought 
after;  the  final  decision  of  which 
medical  school  to  attend,  of 
course,  is  up  to  the  student. 

Hench  came  to  the  university  in 
1952  to  direct  the  infectious 
disease  laboratory  in  clinical 
pathology, a  job  he  continued 
until  1962.  He  also  held  appoint- 
ments as  professor  of  pathology 
and  a  joint  appointment  as 
professor  of  microbiology  and 
immunology. 

After  37  months  in  the  South 
Pacific  during  World  War  II, 
Hench  returned  to  the  States  to 
earn  his  master's  degree  and  a 
doctorate  in  microbiology  from 
the  University  of  Michigan.  He  is 
also  a  retired  lieutenant  colonel 
with  the  U.S.  Army  Reserve. 
Now  that  he  is  retired  from 
university  life  as  well,  Hehch  says 
he  intends  to  do  what  he  wants  to 
do,  which  includes  painting  in  the 
winter  and  building  ship  models 
and  gardening  in  the  summer. 


Cancer  center 
dedication 

Dr.  Vincent  T.  DeVita,  Jr.,  director 
of  the  National  Cancer  Institute, 
will  be  the  keynote  speaker  at  the 
dedication  of  the  MCV/VCU 
Cancer  Center's  new  facility

Charles  Robb,  governor  of 
Virginia,  Dr.  Edmund  Ackell, 
VCU  president,  and  Dr.  Walter 
Lawrence,  Jr.,  director  of  the 
Cancer  Center,  will  also  take  part 
in  the  11  am  program  in  Baruch 
Auditorium.
